Steelworkers general counsel 
who represented Normile, had 
called the record a complete 
fabrication. He said it portray- 
ed Normile as “a semi-literate 
moron . . . .and thug” who 
was violating his trust to 
union members. 

The AMA’s retraction, was 
carried on Page 1 of the 
AFL-GIO News yesterday and 
I will be published in the next 
'issue of the American Medi- 
cal Journal. 

“As a result of its exhaus- 
tive investigation,” the state- 
ment read in part, “the AMA 
is now satisfied that Mr. Nor- 
Imile did not make the speech 
in question. 

Tn fairness to him, the 
statement that he did so is 
retracted. Furthermore, all 
copies of the tape recording 
and the AMPAC (American 
'Medical Political Action Com- 
mittee) booklet and record in 
possession of AMA or AMPAC 
I have been destroyed.’ 

“To prevent further playing 
of the recording, it is urged 
that any person having a 
copy of either the tape or the 
record take similar action. 
[The AMA sincerely regrets 
the error.” 

During court proceedings 
two years -ago, an AMA offi- 
cial’s affidavit disclosed he 
had bought the recording for 
$20 in 1963 from a middleman 
sent by a man known to 
him only as Irv, who had de- 
scribed 'himself as a dis- 
gruntled union member.
